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DARK'S ECONOMY 
BILLS PUT AHEAD 
1 OF APPOINTMENTS 


Governor Likely to Delay 
Many Selections Until 
Legislators Enact His 
Program. 


50 MEASURES 
TO BE OFFERED 


Expects Real Savings From 
Budget Commissioner and 
Central Purchasing 
Agent.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 14.-— 


Gov. Park’s program for drastic re- 
duction in State expenditures will 
we launched in the Legislature 
early next week with the introduc- 
tion of more than 50 departmental 


consolidations, bureau abolition and 
salary reduction measures. Chief 
among the economy bills will be 
those creating a Budget Commis- 
sioner and a central purchasing 
agency to systematize State dis- 
bursements and eliminate the waste 
of individual departmental pur- 
hasing. 

The Governor, notwithstanding 
the diplomatic language of his in- 
augural address, is prepared to 
fight for his program, and it is the 
expectation that he will postpone 
the greater part of his appoint- 
ments to important positions until 
after his bills are passed. 

Though it is not probable the 
Governor will enter into any trad- 
ing of jobs for votes in the Legis- 
lature, the fact that Senators have 
candidates for nearly all the jobs to 
be filled ma@y be expected to hold 
many of them in line if the jobs 
are not parceled out before the 
Governor’s bills are up for action. 

Uses Part of Bales’ Plan. 

Much of the plan appreved by 
the voluntary Legislative Commit- 
tee on Taxation and Governmental 
Reform headed by Senator Bales of 
Shannon County, has been adopted 
py the Governor, though he has not 
cccepted recommendations of the 
committee which proposed taking 
duties from elective State officers 
and transferring them to commis- 
sions and bureaus, nor has he ap- 
proved the recommendations for a 
general slash of all salaries. 

The consolidations proposed by 
the Governor are designed more 
for efficiency than to reduce ex- 
penditures from the’ general State 
evenues, most of the departments 
being supported by fees and not by 
direct taxation. 

The real saving at which the 
Governor is aiming is more likely 
to come through the new Budget 
Commissioner and the new central 
purchasing agency. 

One Important Change. 

The Only proposal for taking 
duties from an elective State of- 
ficial is in a bill transferring the 
Blue Sky Department from the of- 
fice of the Secretary of State 
Brown to the Department of - 
hance. Brown has appointed Neal 
J. Ross, son of one of the Pen- 
dergast leaders in Kansas City, 
to head the department, which has 
the important duty of preventing 
the Sale of fraudulent securities. 

The more important department- 
al changes are the substitution of

€ Board of Agriculttire and a 

ealth Commissioner for the Board 
of Health. It is proposed to abol-

SCRIP ISSUED IN LEAD BELT 
TOWN TO PROVIDE FOR NEEDY 


Bonne Terre Relief Agency Resorts 
to Coupon and Stamp 
System.

BONNE TERRE, Mo., Jan. 14.— 
The committee in charge of unem- 
ployment relief here has resorted to 
scrip in order to provide for the 
needy on the limited funds avail- 
able for this purpose. 

The committee today issued the 
first scrip consisting of a coupon, 
redeemable in any store in Bonne 
Terre or by the committee, for the 
sum of $1. Three-cent stamps will 
be sold and distributed and the re- 
verse side of the coupons issued 
will provide 36 places for these 
stamps. The scrip can be used for 
purchasing only at local business 
houses, and each time it is used, a 
3-cent stamp is attached. 

Beginning today workers on the 
community woodyard were paid in 
scrip instead of cash, to further 
aid in the preservation of the com- 
mittee’s available funds. 


CHEAP VACATIONS IN JAPAN 


Low Value of Yen Makes American 
Dollar Go Long Way.

TOKIO, Jan. 16.—Two effects of 
the times, otherwise unrelated, are 
combining to boom Japan’s tourist 
trade.

GREECE PAYS U. S, IN PART 


Sends 30 Per Cent of Interest Due 
Last Nov. 10.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mills, an- 
nounced today that the Greek Gov- 
ernment on Jan. 7 paid the United 
States $65,376, or 30 per cent, of 
the semi-annual interest of $217,- 
920 due last Nov. 10 on its loan of 
May 10, 1929. 

Mills said that by the payment 
the Greek Government had accord- 
ed to the United States treatment 
equal to that accorded to the band- 
holders of the Greek Stabilization 
and Refugee Loan of 1928.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Disil- 


lusionment continues to be the lot 
of those who expected that Can- 
gress, accepting the election results 


Nov. 8 as an anti-prohibition man- 
date, would hasten to pass repeal 
or beer legislation. 

The repeal movement has got into 
a snarl through the action of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee in re- 
porting a resolution at wide vari- 
ance with the outright repeal 
pledge of the Democratic national 
platform. An interesting new de- 
velopment in this connection is the 
stand taken by the Republicans of 
the House, under the leadership of 
Representative Beck of Pennsylva- 
nia, against the Senate proposal. 

This group of Republicans con- 
demns the proposal because it con- 
tains the very provision that chief- 
ly distinguished the Republican 
plank from the Democratic naked 
repeal plank—the provision, name- 
ly, for Federal control over the 
saloon. 

Fighting Own Party Piank. 

In an authorized statement of 
their views, the anti-prohibition 
Republicans asserted yesterday, 
that “any repealing amendment 
should fully vindicate the principle 
of local self-government and should 
not continue any police power in 
the Federal Government to regulate 
or prohibit the methods of retail 
distribution of intoxicating liquors@’ 

Here we have a Republican group 
declaring specifically against a Re- 
publican plank. On the other side 
are the Senate Democrats who are 
supporting a resolution diametrical- 
ly opposed to a pledge in the Dem- 
ocratic platform. The lineup in 
both parties is significant new evi- 
dence of the weakness of party 
lines and party platforms when 
really vital issues come before Con- 
gress. 

One of voting. im the Judi- 
ciary Committee for an anti-saloon 
provision in the Constitution was 
Senator Walsh of Montana, the per- 
manent chairman of the Democrat- 
ic national convention which adopt- 
ed the naked repeal plank. 

Beer Bill Complications. 

The situation growing out of the 
effort to get rid of prohibition has 
been further complicated by con- 
flicting measures to legalize beer. 
The Collier bill passed by the 
House proposed to legalize beer of 
a 3.2 per cent alcoholic content by 
weight, or 4 per cent by volume. 
This bill confined itself to beer. 
Now comes a sub-committee of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee with a 
bill fixing the maximum alcoholic 
content of legal beer at 3.05 per 
cent by weight, or about 3.8 by vol- 
ume, and permitting wine of the 
same alcoholic content. This bill 
will be taken up by the full Judici- 
ary Committee, headed by Senator 
Norris, early next week. 

The sub-committee’s bill framed 
with a view to removing or min- 
imizing constitutional questions, 
avoids mention of the word “intox- 
icating’” and simply provides that 
nothing in the national prohibition 
act shall apply to beer, ale, porter, 
wine and fruit juice having an al- 
coholic content of not more than 
3.05 per cent by weight. This fig- 
ure was taken from the findings of 
the British Royal Licensing Com- 
mission, which held that beer of 
this alcoholic content was definite- 
ly non-intoxicating. 

Attitudes Differ on Home Brew. 

The Senate draft provides that 
taxes shall be collected only from 
those who manufacture beer for 
sale. This protection for the home 
brewer. is lacking in the House bill. 
The $5 a barrel tax rate of the 
Collier bill is retained in the new 
draft, as are the occupational taxes 
on brewers, wholesalers and retail- 
ers. 

Early discussion of the Senate 
draft indicated that the beer advo- 
cates on the House side would not 
hold out against the Senate 
changes. It was pointed out, how- 
ever, that very few wires could be 
legalized under the measure.

Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney 
Bank will not be open tomorrow, 
and will be placed in the hands of 


the State Finance Commissioner, 
by, action of its directors at a 
meeting yesterday afternoon. 
Heavy withdrawals by depositors 
caused the directors’ decision. 

Frank M. Mayfield, president of 
the bank and of Scruggs, Vander- 
voort & Barney department store, 
in which the bank is located, said: 

“We believe the bank is solvent, 
and that under an orderly liquida- 
tion, depositors will be paid in 
full.” 

The bank yesterday placed in ef- 
fect the rule requiring 30 days’ no- 
tice for withdrawal of savings de- 
posits up to $100, and 60 days for 
more than $100; also a rule restrict- 
ing withdrawals on checking ac- 
counts to 5 per cent of the custo- 
mer’s balance. 

Notice Posted at 1 P. M. 

The bank closed at 1 p. m., in- 
stead of remaining open until 5 p. 
m., as was regularly done on week- 
days, including Saturdays, for the 
accommodation of store customers. 
A notice posted at the entrance of 
the bank, on the second floor of 
the’ store, read: 

“Owing to general unrest in St. 
Louis, this bank will close today at 
the legal hour, 1 o'clock.” 

Scruggs Bank, as it is generally 
called, is capitalized for $200,000, 
with $100,000 surplus and $7530 un- 
divided profit®. Its statement of 
Dec. 10 showed deposits as $1,- 
762,642. Of this, $1,078,043 was in 
individual deposits subject to check. 
The bank has many small checking 
accounts, partly because it has not 
made the service charge of $1 a 
month made by the larger down- 
town banks on checking accounts 
with less than $200 average bal- 
ance. ’ 

Statement of Resources. 

Total resources were shown in 
the statement as $2,507,530. Loans 
and discounts on personal and col- 
lateral security were $610,637; loans 
on real ‘estate security, $381,949; 
Government bonds owned, $198,- 
253; State, county and municipal 
bonds, $233,595; foreign Government 
bonds, $56,826; railroad and utility 
bonds, $187,380; all other bonds. 
$282,911. 

Individual deposits subject to 
check were shown as $1,078,043; 
United States deposits, postal sav- 
ings, $50,000; demand certificates 
of deposit, other than for money 
borrowed, $18,000; time certificates 
of deposit, other than for money 
borrowed, $125,453; and savings de- 
posits, $491,145. Bills payable, in- 
cluding certificates of deposit and 
all obligations representing money 
borrowed, other than re-discounts, 
were $409,325. : 

The bank borrowed $100,057 from 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration last August, according to 
a report made by the R. F. C. to 
the House of Representatives in 
October.

Sixth to Close in 10 Days. 

Scruggs Bank was the sixth St. 
Louis bank to close within 10 days, 
the first having been the Hodia- 
mont Bank, Jan. 5, and the others 
being the Hamilton State Bank, 
Savings Trust Co., West St. Louis 
Trust Co. and St. Louis National 
Bank, the last-named being located 
at Eighteenth and Olive streets. 
None of the banks closed is capital- 
ized at more than $200,000. Their 
officers, in most cases, have said 
that they expect depositors to be 
paid in full. Three banks in St. 
Lolis County, none of them capital- 
ized at more than $100,000, closed 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

The banks in St. Louis County, 
and most of the outlying banks in 
St. Louis, are now enforcing 30-day 
and 60-day ‘withdrawal notices on 
savings deposits, and a part of them 
are also applying the 5 per cent a 
month Hmit on checking out of 
funds deposited before the rule 
went into effect, with no limit on 
checking out of later deposits.

ORDERED CANCELED BY U. S. 


State Department Acts in Case of 
Indicted Former Utilities 
Magnate.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14—The 
American passport of Samuel In- 
sull, indicted Chicago utilities: mag- 
nate who refused to return from 
Greece to stand trial, has been or- 
dered canceled by the State De- 
partment. 

Officials of the department said 
tonight that instructions were sent 
to the American Legation at 
Athens last week to request that 
Insull surrender his passport. 

No word has been received,sthat 
Insull has done so, but in the mean- 
time the Legation was told to in- 
form all nearby countries that the 
passport is no longer valid. 

The effect will be, it was said, to 
prevent the former utilities head 
from leaving Greece. After his in- 
dictment, Chicago officials bearing 
extradition papers from the State 
Department sought to bring Insull 
home for trial, but he declined and 
the. Grecian courts upheld his 
stand. Insull has now apparently 
taken up residence in Athens for 
an indefinite stay.

In a day of renewed discussion 
of the agricultural problem, hear- 
ings were opened on a measure in- 
troduced by Senator Harrison 
(Dem.), Mississippi, under which 
the Reconstruction Corporation 
would be authorized to lend the 
owners of mortgaged property suf- 
ficient money to pay their taxes 
for the next two years. 

The full support of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation was giv- 
en the bill by its legislative repre- 
sentative, Chester Gray.

An embargo on arms for “Far 
Fastern belligerents” was advocat- 


ed by the League of Nations As- 


sociation in closing sessions yes- 
terday at ‘Hotel Jefferson. 

The resolution, adopted by the 
meeting for approval of the board 
of directors, pointed to a “growing 
conviction” that a nation providing 
arms for a violator of the Kellogg 
pact was party to the violation. It 
yrged- that the Government take 
steps—as provided in pending Con- 
eressional resolutions—toward join- 
ing other signers of the pact in 
arms embargoes. 

It recommended that, “regardless 
of international action,” the Con- 
gressional resolution of last year, 
enabling the President to embar- 
go arms for Latin-American revo- 
jutionaries, be extended to apply in 
international conflict. It concluded 
with the exhortation “That the 
President immediately exercise any 
such authority he may have or ob- 
tain to prevent shipments of war 
material and the extension of cred- 
its therefor by the United States 
to Far Eastern and South Ameri- 
can bellizerents.” 

The association indorsed the Lyt- 
ton report, deplored Japan’s “dis- 
repard” of internationsl obliga- 
tions, and urged the United States 
to enable the League of Nations, by 
full co-operation with the Commit- 
tee of 19 and the League Assembly, 
“to deal vigorously with this sit- 
uation 

Program of Political Action. 

A program of political action, 
culminating in the introduction in 
Congress of a pill for membership 
in the League of Nations, was laid 
down for this year. In furtherance 
of the program, a consultation was 
asked with the Conference on the 
Cause and Cure of War, the Coun- 
ci| for Prevention of War and the 
International League for Peace and

Urging that the tariffs and war 
debts be handled in a manner tc 
encourage that trade, he said, “NOD 
matter what we ultimately decide 
to do about the war debts, we can 
be certain of one thing: they are 
not going to be paid.” 

“Business men are beginning to 
get together on hours of labor, di- 
vision of markets, and stabilization 
of industry,” he said. “They are 
beginning to realize that they oc- 
cupy a position of responsibility, 
that they have functions primarily 
social, and that one of these func- 
tions is to employ society as well 
as to provide society with goods 
at a fair price. 

“And when they get together, 
they come to see in no time that 
they must figure on international 
problems. Texas produces more 
petroleum than all the foreign na- 
tions combined, and our leaders in 
that industry have met with rep- 
resentatives of the industry in oth- 
er countries and come to realize 
that it must be organized on a 
world basis. 

“We are going to get somewhere 
when, instead of politicians meet- 
ing abroad, industrialists them- 
selves meet around the table to 
discuss their common problems. 
The United States may become a 
member of the League of Nations 
a lot sooner than any of dare to 
dream. But, through a long proc- 
ess of trial and error we are go- 
ing to work out an economic co- 
operation—probably, and, I may 
say, properly, under the League of 
Nations—which will bring stability 
to the world.” 

The Fighting and the Dying. 
Prof. J. W. Garner of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois questioned that 
the United States had even 4a 
“moral right” to collect the war 
debts, contracted by the allies, he 
remarked, “while for 14 months, 
we prepared for war and they did 
our fighting for us.” “They did the 
dying,” he added, “and they did it 
on a large scale.” 

Pointing out that the interest rate 
for England had been set much 
higher than that f>r France, which 
now was much more able to pay, 
he commented that obviously no ap- 
plication of the principle of “ca- 
pacity to pay” could be devised 
with justice throuhgout the 62-year 
period of payment. 

Not Gold Enough to Pay Debts. 

“There is not gold enough in the 

world outside the United States to 
pay more than one-third of the 
debts,” he declared. “The only oth- 
er way they can be paid is in com- 
modities and service, and we refuse 
to accept their commodities. 
Comparing high tariffs with a de- 
mand for “an admission fee of a 
debtor who goes into your office 
to pay his debts,” he urged, “either 
let down ‘the barreifs and take the 
goods, or cancel the debts.” 
The theory that they had n06 
actual connection with reparations, 
he declared, was “illogical and in- 
defensible.” If the United States 
insisted on collection and “wrecked” 
the Lausanne agreement, he said, 
“every debtor nation will be driven 
to bankruptcy and default.” And 
then, he asked, “Can we go to war 
to collect?”

Last Wednesday he 
discharged the riding master after 
a quarrel over Mrs. Parry. 
Yesterday afternoon Parry iearn- 
ed his wife had called at Brother- 
ton’s room. Last night he sought 
out the riding master and told him 
to keep away from his wife. Broth- 
erton mocked him, Parry said, then 
struck him. Then Parry drew a 
revoiver and “all went blank.” 
Parry said Brotherton had boast- 
ed to him that Mrs.. Parry had 
bought him the clothes he was 
wearing. 

Mrs. Parry, arrested as a mater- 
ial witness, told police that Parry 
had given her moyey with which 
to buy a horse and that she had 
given it-to Brotherton and told her 
husband she had lost it.

The motion of Mrs. Ann Hamil-

The suit is based on an alleged 
oral agreement whereby Frank 
about five years before his death 
agreed to bequeath to her the 
amount she is suing for if she re- 
mained single and gave him the 
benefit of her society. She was not 
remembered in his will. He died 
April 5, 1931.

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Flowers at Orchid Show 


New Variety of Lady Slippers Called “Queen 
Of Italy” Share Honors With Philippine 
Bloom at Shaw’s Garden 


More than 1000 of the world’s 
finest flowers bloom. for St. Louis- 
ans in the annual Orchid Show 
which opens today at Shaw’s Gar- 
den, to continue to the middle of 
February. 

Impressiveness has been achieved 
in simplicity fitting the times. 
From the entrance balcony of the 
Floral Display House visitors sur- 
vey tiers of loveliness before them 
and on either side—predominantly 
the mauve magnificence of the Tu- 
lipan from the Andes, but here and 
there a gleaming white, a flash of 
yellow, a quiet forest green or a 
bewildering combination of unfa- 
miliar shades. 

Over the fronds that top the 
furthest’ tier dance the graceful 
Mexican Laelias, .long-stemmed, 
pink and white, growing in bas- 
kets on tropical trees. In the cen- 
ter of the show a symmetrical 
mound of green shows off the 
garden’s growing and increasingly 
fine collection of lady-slippers. 

Lady-Slippers Under Glass. 

Once limited in variety, this 
group, established by the bequest of 
D. S. Brown of Kirkwood, has 
become one of the most interesting 
and attractive in the garden’s 60- 
000 orchids—the finest collection of 
show orchids in any botanical gar- 
den. The once un-adventurous range 
of shade has been extended from 
the usual chocolate to pink and 
green and dozens of combinations. 
And a new lady slipper is one of 
the two extreme rarities so preci- 
ous that they are shown under 
glass. 

It is the “Queen of Italy,” small 
and waxy white, its exquisitely 
turned pétals flecked with purple. 


It is the first of its variety in 
this part of the country, and it has 
never before been shown in St, 
Louis. 


It shares the spotlight with the 
orange-flowered orchid of the Phil- 
ippines, which lifts-its clusters of 
bright, tiny blossoms under a min- 
lature green-house in the tier along 
‘the east side of the display. This 
is the latest treasure to bloom from 
the famous Dwight Davis collection 
of Philippine orchids, the first 
flowers of which went on display 
last January on the day when Mr. 
Davis handed in his resignation as 
Governor-General of the Islands. 

Orchids From Far Places. 


On this side are varieties in 
striking contrast to the hundreds 
of Tulipana, the most familiar type 
of orchid, which surround them. 
Here are long sprays of Cymbidi- 
ums from: India, a striking yellow 
“Tiger orchid” from Central Amer- 
ica, the pink-and-white Calanthe 
orchids of Cochin China, demure 
as columbines, beside the bizarre 
white, sicklied o’er with a pale cast 
of green, of the “wax orchid” from 
Madagascar. 

Opposite, in the western tier, 
may be found some of the prize 
achievements of the hybridists. 
They are the great and lovely Bras- 
so-Cattleyas, in mauve and in an 
unusual shade, like the flesh of a 
ripe peach, in both shades spread- 
ing a natural opulence rare in 
human affairs of 1933. Here, too, 
are a few of the Andean Flores de 
Mayo, like the Tulipans but paler 
and irresistibly fragrant,. which in

Handled 7316 in First Four- 
Year Term—Notes 
Neither Increase Nor De- 
crease in Crime. 


Convictions were obtained by the 
State ih 78 per cent of the 7316 
criminal cases prosecuted by Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller during his 
first four year term, which ended 


Dee, 31. 
The number of cases finally dis- 


posed of was 6770 and 5769 con- 
victions obtained represented 85 
per cent of this group. Only 546 
of the cases were carried over into 
Miller’s second term. The facts are 
given in a public report issued by 
Miller yesterday, which summar- 
izes previous annual statements of 
debits and credits on the books of 
law enforcement. All but 337 of 
the cases originated since Miller 
took office. | 

There has been neither an in- 
crease nor decrease in crime during 
the four years, as shown by the 
figures, Miller said. 

Convictions consisted of 300 ver- 
dicts of guilty by juries and 5379 
pleas of guilty by defendants. The 
jury verdicts included eight death 
penalties and 297 penitentiary 
sentences. Of those who pleaded 
guilty, Circuit Judges sentenced 
1869 to the penitentiary, 505 to re- 
formatories, 424 to jail and 2228 to 
the workhouse. 

Cases discharged number 824, the 
principal reasons being: jury ver-~ 
dicts of not guilty, 208; dismissals 
by the Circuit Attorney because of 
insufficient evidence, 267; dismis- 
sals by the Circuit Attorney for 
various other reasons, 220; directed 
verdicts by the Court on demurrers, 
61. 

Only One Execution. 

Of the eight death sentences, one 
has been carried out, two’ appeals 
are pending, the Governor has re- 
prieved one defendant until next 
month and commuted the sentence 
of another to life imprisonment, 
one case is to be retried, one has 
been remanded for inquiry into the 
defendant’s sanity and one defend- 
ant has died. Penitentiary sent- 
ences included 38 for life terms. 

Fines imposed aggregated $64,128, 
of which $52,992 has been paid for 
the benefit of the schools. There 
were 31 convictions under the ha- 
bitual criminal law, where the 
maximum prison terms were or- 
dered. 

Miller included social statistics 
about persons convicted of crimes 
in his report. Allowing for dupli- 
cation of charges, there were 4613 
individuals convicted during the 
four years—an average of more 
than 1150 annually. Of these, 4466 
were men and youths and 147 wom- 
en; 2468 were whites and 2145 Ne- 
groes; 2899 were single and 1714 
married. - 

Yonths in Majority. 

Young persons predominated 
among these criminals; 2392 of 
them were between the ages of 17 
and 24 and 1465 between the ages 
of 25 and 35. The largest group 
contained those 19 years old—415, 
There were 58 convicted who were 
57 or over, the oldest being 75. 

Among the cases in which con- 
victions were obtained were: As- 
sault to kill, 141; bigamy, 13; bomb- 
ing, 1; burglary in various degrees, 
1276; carrying concealed weapons, 
563; custody of bets, 65; driving 
automobiles when intoxicated, 95; 
embezzlement, 90; feloniously leav- 
ing scene of accident, 43; forgery 
in various. degrees, 172; grand lar- 
ceny, 321; kidnaping for ransom, 
5; larceny of chickens in night 
time, 5; larceny of motor vehicles, 
554; manslaughter, 75; murder, first

Spokesmen at International 
Conference Predict Ca- 
tastrophe Unless Industry 
Provides Relief. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Jan. 14.—Fighting for 
the 40-hour’ week as a partial rem- 
edy for unemployment, workers’ 
delegates to the International Un- 
employment Conference warned 
employers today that the industrial 
system faces imminent catastrophe 
unless something is done toward 
relief. 

Conceding that the reduction of 
hours, even with the maintenance 
of wage levels which they demand, 
will not cure existing economic 
evils, spokesmen for a large part 
of the world’s organized labor in- 
sisted that the spread of work 
would be a contribution valuable to 
industry as a whole and would de- 
crease the army of jobless. 

They demanded that capital give 
to workers a larger share of the 
profits produced by machine effi- 
ciency. 

Corneille Mertens, Belgian labor 
leader and influential in interna- 
tional workers’ activities, summar- 
ized his coleagues’ sentiments in 
denouncing employers who object 
ot reducing hours. 

“The employers: tell us the 40- 
hour wek will kill industry, and 
they say that is a warning,” Mer- 
tens asserted. “I also give a warn- 
ing. If you can do anything useful, 
do it now. Otherwise it may be too 
late. 

“Tomorrow you may find the 
storm has broken over your heads 
and there will be no opportunity 
of discussing with us the possibil- 
ity of shortening the hours of 
work.” 

Emphasizing the role of the ma- 
chine in eliminating workmen, 
Mertens said that in the manufac- 
ture of incandescent lamps one 
worker can do in one hour what 
formerly required 9000 workmen. 
In the United States, he added, a 
hundred workers can produce all 
the brick required by the whole 
country.

U, 5. AGENTS INVESTIGATING 
INCOMES OF 100 CHICAGOANS 


List Includes Police Officers, Hood- 
lums, Politicians and Busi- 
ness Men.

CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—Incomes and 
taxes of more than 100 Chicagoans, 
including several gang chiefs, are 
being quietly investigated by Fed- 
eral agents. A. P. Madden, local 
chief of the Intelligence Division of 
the Federal Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, has been assisted by spécial 
agents. 

Reports were that the incomes 
of hoodlums, politicians, police of- 
ficers and business men were be- 
ing scrutinized. 

A similar investigation led to 
prison sentences for Al and Ralph 
Capone, Frank Nitti, the Guzik 
brothers, Terry Druggan and oth- 
er gang leaders who neglected to 
pay taxes on their incomes from 
liquor running and racketeering. 

Reports are that bank deposits, 
real estate and bond holdings have 
been carefully checked for such 
underworld characters as Murray 
Humphries and Jack White, 
puted heads of the remnants of the 
old Capone organiaztion.

SURVEY OF THE COST 
OF VENEREAL DISEASE 


Minimum Figure for St. Loufs 
and County Put at $2,- 
100,000 Annually. . 


A survey of the cost of venereal 
disease in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County, recently completed for the 
Missouri Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion, estimates the annual cost at a 
minimum of $2,100,000. 

This estimate is based on infor- 
mation obtained from_ hospitals, 
clinics, private physicians, welfare 
agencies and other sources. It in- 
cludes a proportion of the cost of 
maintaining special schools, the po- 
lice morality squad and the court 
costs in arrests maye by that squad. 

In view of the present widespread |t 

unemployment, no account was tak- 
en of the economic loss to sociéty 
by disablement of workers. The 
survey report, however, includes 
a discussion of that factor, and 
holds that in times of normal in- 
dustrial activity it. is an important 
element in the total cost. 
The survey was made by H. C. 
Loeffler of the staff of the Bureau 
of Municipal Research, whose serv- 
ices for four months were lent to 
Missouri Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion. Hig report was submitted last 
week at the annual meeting of the 
association. 

During the fiscal year 1930-31, 
the report says, 42,965 days of care 
were given at city hospital to pa- 
tients suffering directly from ven- 
ereal diseases or from ailments in 
which these were a complication. 

Physicians at the hospital esti- 
mated 26,906 of those days of care 
could be ascribed to such diseases 
and that the cost to the hospital, 
exclusive of overhead, was $81,794: 
In addition, 22.4 per cent of the 
clinic was 
traced to venereal diseases; and the 
cost was calculated at $13,867. 

Similar studies were made at oth- 


er hospitals, public or private. The 
cost at private hospitals was com- 
puted at $746,503 and the cost of 
treatments by arene physicians at 
$236,000. 

While syphilis can be diagnosed 
accurately and treated effectively, 
the report says, treatment is not 
applied sufficiently to wipe out the 
disease, probably because the cost 
is beyond the reach of the average 
budget. 

Loeffler’s study quotes an analy- 
sis of costs of treatment published 
in the Journal of Social Hygiene 
last October by Dr. Leon Bromberg 
and Dr, Michael Davis. They con- 
cluded the average cost of the first 


iyear of treatment of the disease in 


its early or middle stages was $300 
if the case was handled by a gen- 
eral practitioner, and from $485 to 
$1000 or more if a specialist was 
employed. 
The physicians estimated that 
before the depression more than 
half of the families in the United 
tates were living on incomes be- 
een $1500 and $2500 a year, out 
of which they might: set aside from 
$60 to $80 a year as the cost of 
medical care for the whole family. 
This led to the conclusions that 
80 per cent of those infected could 
not afford to pay for adequate 
treatment at the rates charged by 
private physicians, that half could 
not afford to pay the full rates at 
clinics, and that fully a third must 
receive treatment free or for a 
nominal charge.

The bull for the Holy Year, to 
be promulgated Jan. 15, is another 
of the tnknown tens of thousands 
issued in the 1900 years of the 
Church's history. In the early days 
of the church these documents were 


of good to humanity, Pope Pius said 


of papal bulls used an archaic, high- 

ly artiffeial type of gothic writing 
known as scrittura bollatica, em- 
ploying many contractions and com- 
pletely leaving out punctuation. 
Consequently these documents were 
‘equivalent to ciphers for the aver- 
age reader. In fact, the bulls were 
customarily accompanied by a copy, 
called a “transsumptum,” in ordi- 
nary handwriting. Pope Leo XII{ 
ended this practice. 

The papal bull announcing this 
Holy Year bears a stamp as a seal. 
In olden times these papers carried 
a heavy lead seal, later a wax one. 
The name “bull” comes from the 
Latin for bubble, because the old 
leaden seals resembled bubbles. 

Papal bulls are frequently used 
for announcing the creation of a 
bishop or archbishop.. Many Amer- 
ican prelates have been nominated 
by this means. 

There are several other types of 
papal documents: “Constitutions,” 
determining some matter of faith 
for all Roman Catholics; “Encycli- 
cals,” or letters to all the bishops 
co guide them; “Decrees,” affecting 
the general welfare of the church; 
“Decretals,” or replies to a particu." 
lar difficult; submitted to the Vati-

A special section of the Vatican 
library is devoted to the preserva- 
tion and cataloguing of papal bulls.

| Passengers Grow Fewer. 


The taxicabs present a particu- 
lar problem.

A nation or people which re- 
spects itself can never and must 
never forget history; also, it must 
not forget to mold the history of 
tomorrow from the life of today. 

The combining of the symbols 
representative of these two real- 
ities will be even more complete 
in the tomorrow. On the same 
imperial road will rise two new 
buildings, one a museum of the 
Fascist revolution, the other the 
executive . headquarters of the 
Fascist party. 


Government and History. 


It is impossible to govern a 
country unless one knows it thor- 
oughly and one cannot know thor- 
oughly without taking into con- 
sideration not only the present but 
the past of a land and people, the 
happy or tragic vicissitudes which 
have rendered them what they 
are and contributed to their de- 
velopment. 

The nature of the soil, both geo- 
logical and geographical, the 
neighbors, friendships and enmi- 
ties, the civilization. whose in- 
fluences it absorbed, besides the 
invasions it underwent—all these 
leave deep traces on a. nation’s 
physiognomy. - 


It is for this reason that ancient 


monuments, beside possessing ar- 
tistic value, have also an undeni- 
able historic value. They are doc- 
uments of history and humanity. 
It is also for this reason, quite 
apart from their esthetic artistic 
value, that, they must be re- 
spected. 

Even if they are documents of 
a civilization, peoples or national- 
ities foreign to those which actual- 
ly hold political sway over the 
country, they should be respected. 
Nor must anyone forget his duty 
in this regard. 


Invasions of Italy. 


In Italy, for instance, we have 
had varied experiences. Our his- 
tory is one long succession of in- 
vasions. All sorts of peoples land- 


ed on our shores like waves dash- 


ing on unprotected sands, and 
wherever the invader passed he 
left his traces. But we have nev- 
er for one moment thought of de- 
stroying the traces of these in- 
vasions, not even when they are 
accom panied with particularly 
odious memories. 

Sicily, for instance, is a verit- 
able example of the history of in- 
vasions. Here we find Greek, 
Saracen, Norman and Spanish 
monuments side by side. With the 


‘same idea in view we have re- 


spected monuments to the German 
poet Walter von der Vogelweide 
and to the hero of the Tyrolese 
insurrection against Napoleon, 
Andreas Hofer. These stand in 
the city of Bolzano in the upper

We do not wage a war on stones 
or monuments, or vent our rane 
cors against them. 


It is owing to this tradition of 
culture that the universal out- 
burst and indignation of the Ital- 
ian peoples has been more vivid 
and general as a result of the re- 
eent destruction of the marble 
lions in the Dalmatian City of 
Trau, historic works of art left 
there by the Venetians. 

The Dalmatian shores of the 
Adriatic were civilized first by 
Rome and then by Venice. The 
real populations of these shores, 
whether Italian or Croatian in 
origin, hold such a grateful and 


‘grand memory of Rome and Vene. 


ice, glorified with moderation and 
wisdom throughout centuries in 
the whole course of their history, 
that, even after the fall of the 
Venetian republic, they alwass 
looked on those lions with sym- 
pathy, pride and respect, ag the 
symbols of a civilization whose 
scions they are. 

Hurting Sensibilities. : 

It is not merely a question of 
the material fact of the destruc- 
tion of these marble symbols, or 
of their abstract value as works 
of art, although even this con-- 
sideration should have induced 
the Jugo-Slav authorities to take 
greatest care of them; but it also 
is a question of the fact that by 
this destruction it was deliberate- 
ly sought to hurt the sensibilities - 
of every Italian who attributes @ 
spiritual value to these symbols, 
in that they bear witness to @ 
contribution brought by humanity 
to the cause of humanity. 

It is a double insult: First, one 
against the vast numbers of lov- 
ers of art and’ culture in every 
country, and second, against us 
Italians, seeking to cancel with an 
act of outrageous vandalism one 
of the most glorious and imperish-— 
able pages in our history. 

Italy is today perhaps the great- 
est custodian of monuments which 
have come down to us from the. 
recesses of history, because Italy 
was the mother of a. vast and 
boundless empire, so much so that 
it could well be said that the Ro- 
mans watered their horses at the 
five great rivers, the Thames, . 
Rhine, Danube, Euphrates ° and

The Mysterious Sir Basil Zaharoff. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


ANY economists are gravely con- 

cerned about the world’s becoming 
over-populated. No need for worry on 
this score. One Sir Basil Zaharoff is se- 
cretly and vigilantly taking good care of 
this. 

Typical of the vagueness enveloping 
Zaharoft’s life is the fact that two birth- 
places are given for him in Turkey. The 
game confusion attends the question of 
parentage. Zaharoff is a Russian name, 
but apparently his racial background is 
Greek. France has awarded him a Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor, which is 
rarely bestowed upon foreigners. He is 


also a Knight Grand Cross of the British 


Empire, a distinction usually conferred 
only upon British subjects. In 1922, a 
formal interpellation in the French 


- Chamber of Deputies demanded the facts 


of Zaharoff's citizenship, but Poincare 
vouchsafed no answer, although replies 
to interpellations are, under the French 


. yules, obligatory. 


In 1870, Zaharoff “vamped” an ex- 
quisite young girl (the Duchess of Mar- 
chena) whom he encountered on a rail- 
way train, and through her good of- 
fices, and whatever circumstances at- 


-tended that first meeting and railway 


trip, he won a magnificent $25,000,000 or- 
der from Spain for arms and munitions. 

By 1895, Zaharoff had an interest in 
Russian, Turkish, English, French and 
German armament companies, and event- 
ually became the controlling power of all 
European munitions. In 1914, he had 
large interests in Krupp in Germany and 
Vickers in England (both munitions man- 
ufacturers); he was ideally situated on 
both sides of the fence during the World 
War. 

Zaharoff rose to a position which 
could dictate national policy in war time, 
or perhaps dictate when war itself was 
to come. He seems to have been shrewd 
in a sense not always consonant wtih fair 
play. He has played a canny internation- 
al game, setting up ostensibly French 
munitions companies which were actual- 
ly British-controlled; and extending Vick- 
ers’ power (English) into Rufmania, Spain, 
Canada and even right here in our Unit- 
ed States. . 

He appears to be no friend to France. 
Why, thén, were French horors bestowed 
upon him? It was through Clemenceau 
that Zaharoff rose in the ranks of the 
Legion of Honor; it was through Clemen- 
ceau that he obtained virtual control of 
the Principality of Monaco in a secret 
deal which the French Senate denounced 
as “diplomatic treason.” 

Lord Beaverbrook, the British news- 
paper owner, said of Zaharoff: “The des- 
tinies of the nations are his sport; the 
movements of armies his special delight; 
in the wake of war this mysterious fig- 
ure moves over tortured Europe.” 

The German Government, during the 
war, put a price of $100,000 on his head. 
He speaks 14 languages fluently. He is 
often called upon by the British King 
and Queen. They all fear him. 

That Great Britain gave moral support 
to Greece in her vain attempt against the 
Turks is well known. The origin of 
Lioyd George's pro-Greek leanings has 
been traced to Zaharoff. In August, 
1921, Lieutenant-Colonel Walter Guin- 
ness startled the British ‘House by say- 
ing: “I cannot find any expert who ap- 
proves of our present policy in the Near 
East. I believe that in this matter the 
voice behind the throne is that of Sir 
Basil Zaharoff.” Aubrey Herbert, speak- 
ing before the same body in 1922, repeat- 
ed the charge, and added: “Sir Basil 
Zaharoff is reputed to have paid £4,000,- 
000 sterling out of his own pocket for the 
upkeep of the Greek invading force in 
Asia Minor.” To this charge, Lloyd George 
made no reply. | 

As the history of the last few decades 
is put together piece by piece, with the 
help of secret archives and files of diplo- 
matic correspondence, we shall continue 
to be regaled with vivid accounts of in- 
ternational machinations of ah old man 
benignly living out a fabulous life, and 
basking in the pleasant sun of Monte 
Carlo. And as long as Sir Basil Zaha- 
roff is alive, we need have no fear of 
over-population—not even in this coun- 
try.

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We éommend to the thoughtful consideration of 
President-elect Roosevelt the brilliant and statesman- 
like address of President Glenn Frank of Wisconsin 
University, delivered Friday evening in Bt. Louis be 
fore the League of Nationg Association. “We believe 
it no exaggeration to say that the success of the 
Roosevelt administration hangs upon its adoption of 
such a foreign policy as Mr. Frank outlines. 

It ig one of the paradoxes of this age that, whereas 
the thrust of circumstances has placed in America’s 
hands the leadership of the world, America has re- 
fused to grasp it. Babylonia, Assyria, Bgypt, Greece, 
Rome and Spain—they have all in turn performed 
brilliantly before the spotlight and retired to the 
wings when their day was done. When Queen BEliz- 
abéth’s ships smashed the Spanish Armada nearly 400 
years ago, the “tight little isle” sprang to the center 
of the stage to accept the responsibility of world 
captaincy. There are taints upon England’s record, 
grievous ones, but no exception can be filed to the 
boldness with which she has played the role. 

“Westward the cuurse of empire takes its way.” 
If the World War did not finish England, it left 
her definitely on the wane. After four centuries of 
unquestioned maritime supremacy, for example, En- 
gland came to Washington’ in 1921 and accepted 
naval parity with the United States, delighted that 
no harsher terms were dictated. In December, 1932, 
the world witnessed the astonishing spectacle of En- 
gland*humbling her pride to ask for a revision of 
her crushing indebtedness to the United States. The 
last year also witnessed EXngland’s departure from 
the free trade policy which made her great and, in 
desperation, concluding a pact with her dominions 
for an intrfa-empire trade policy. 

It is not necessary,’ however, to labor the point 
that, in point of wealth, power and influence, the 
United States has borne out Bishop Berkeley’s pro- 
phetic utterance. Whether we like it or not, we are 
the cock of the walk. Yet, following the terrific 
impact of idealism which carried us through the 
war, we have withdrawn into our parochial, insular 
shell. We are suspicious of Europe, and justly so. 
We thank God for the great expanse of water that 
separates us from the boiling Orient. Australia 
hardly exists for us, and the great continent of 
Africa, an untapped market for our products, is 
merely a source of wild animal films. 

In urging the United States to play the manly part 
in world affairs, Dr. Frank is expounding no gospel 
of vague idealism, but the hard and unsentimental 
one of self-interest. He thinks we comfort ourselves 
in vain with the notion that the United States is self- 
sufficient, despite the eminent authorities that hold 
this view. Normally, from 6 to 10 per cent of our 
surplus products is marketed abroad, with the home 
market consuming from 90 to 94 per cent of the 
products of fields and factories. Yet, when this sur- 
plus is broken down into individual industries, it 
can be seen how the loss of foreign markets is crip- 
pling us. Dr. Frank quotes séme interesting figures: 

In 1929, more than 54 per cent of American 
cotton went abroad; more than 41 per cent of 
American leaf tobacco; nearly 40 per cent of 
American kerosene; over 40 per cent of American 
typewriters; about 36 per cent of American 
copper; nearly 34 per cent of American lard: 
about 31 per cent of American lubricating oil: 
over 29 per cent of American printing machinery; 


about 28 per cent of American sewingymachines; 
more than 23 per cent of American farm ma-

Roosevelt two 
courses: “He can play for ea general reopening of 
world markets by sponsoring whatever policies—in 
the fields of tariffs, war debts and foreign rélations 
generally—may be necessary to stimulate a-world- 
wide interchange of goods and services; or, he must, 
if he does not follow this first course, frankly lead 
the nation into a dismantling of such part of our 
industrial and agricultural enterprises as produces 
surpluses in excess of domestic demand. 

Obviously the latter course would be cowardly and 
could only result in the toning down of America to 
a lower standard of living. The first course requires 
statesmanship of the first order. It means the Roose- 
velt administration must grapple with the war debts 
problem, which hangs like a dark cloud over the 
international scene. Our own self-interest, primarily, 
not the exigencies of other nations, should be the 
basis of attack. It must tackle the world tariff 
problem, which is throttling trade, not only between 
the United States and foreign countries, but among’ 
foreign countries theniselves. All commerce is stran- 
gling under tariffs built by the pressure of hysteria. 
The Roosevelt administration, additionally, must take 
the leadership in the fight to make the machine the 
slave of the human race, instead of its master. 

For 14 years, as Dr. Frank points out, our foreign 
policy has been a masterpiece of evasion and futility. 
A Nero among nations, we have fiddled while the 
world burned. A marvelously realistic people in 
many ways, we are incredibly romantic when our 
thoughts are projected beyond: the three-mile limit. 
We are thrilled by the passionate oratory of a Hiram 
Johnson, but only a cursory analysis would reveal 
that dauntless patriot to be a political anachronism. 
He has not grown with the country. He has no grasp 
of the mighty forces which have made the United 
States a nation to which all the others perforce must 
look for guidance. 

What Mr. Roosevelt’s foreign policy is to be, there 
is as yet no inkling. It is highly significant that, in 
the last presidential campaign, he confined his 
speeches to domestic issues. He was prepared to 
make a speech ow foreign affairs—in fact, such a 
speech was drawn up—but its presentation was not 
necessary to win the election and it was not made. 
So distastéful does the American electofate find any- 
thing but domestic issues, it did not demand to know 
of the man it elected President what part his admin- 


ironic sequel to this was that, ohly a few days after 
the election, the war debt question explodéd like a 
bombshell, demanding a settlement for which none 
of our political leaders even has a formula. 

We believe that explosion waked up the American 
people. We believe it proved to them that, no matter 
how we try, we cannot escape the role that fate has 
molded for us. The American people, if they hope for 
a restoration of prosperity, if they hope fer the de- 
velopment of the United States into the greatness to 
which its gifts and resources entitle it, will join 
with Dr. Frank in urging Mr. Roosevelt to take a 
realistic, rather than a romantic view, of world

These and 
the pleasant music of the dripping sap, the cry of the 
bluejays and the complaining of the squirrels.. Then 
in the afternoon the gathering of the sap, the great 
fire’s roar, clouds of steam rising to the treetops and 
new maple syrup on the breeze. 

It was a brief little essay, but those who watch 
annually for the manifestations of awakefiing nature 
know how expréssive it was of the earth’s yield of 


seasonal bounty. 


Last November’s revolt of the American people at 
the polls attracted attention all over the world. It 
did more than that. As the American democracy 
became the inspiration of men everywhere, to 
bring into being more than 50 other democracies all 
modeled after our own, so the peaceful repossession 
of government by the voters of the United States 
heartened a hundred nations with its promises that 
we are to lead the way against social injustice as we 
once led the way against political ‘tyranny. 

American nationhood was born in revolt from in- 
justice. Jefferson, Jackson and Lincoln came into 
office because of the discontent of the masses. Shays’ 
Rebellion, the greenback explosion, the Granger move- 
ment, the Populist revolt, sprang from American soil. 
It was the United States which was the ecene of the 
utopian experiments of the early nineteenth century, 
and associated with utopian socialism are such names 
as those of Brisbane, Greeley, Hawthorne, Dana, Al- 
ecott and Lowell. The.reformers of yesterday—Wil- 
Ham Lloyd Garrison, La Follette, Tom Johnson, 
Golden Rule Jones—were as American as was Lincoln 
himself. The soul of Woodrow Wilson marches on. 
It is not, as we sometimes hear it said, that aliens 
lead these revolts, nor would the country be rid of 
them did they “go back where they came from.” If 
the modern critics of American life were to go 
back where they came from, they would go back, 
perforce, to Middletown, to Zenith and to Gopher 
Prairie. The latest presidential candidate of the Com- 
munists, William Z. Foster, is of native stock. Eu- 
gene V. Debs, long the leader of American socialism, 
was born in Terre Haute, Ind. Norman Thomas, presi- 
dential candidate of the Socialists last year, was born 
in Marion, O., the home of Warren Gamaliel Harding; 
James H. Maurer, Socialist candidate for Vice-Prest- 
dent, ind Reading, Pa. 

In the whole vast literature of contemporary social 
criticism, there appears no alien name. Thorstein 
Veblen, Upton Sinclair, Scott Nearing, Theodore 
Dreiser, Waldo Frank, Sherwood Anderson, John Dos 
Passos, Edmund Wilson, Stuart Chase, Lewis Mum- 
ford, Heywood Broun, Oswald Garrison Villard— 
all Americans, born and bred. Americans, too, de 

ite the taunts of patrioteers, are such leaders in

“1%. Libby; so, too, is Margaret Sanger, leader in the

progressive preachers as Reinhold Niebuhr and John 
Haynes Holmes. True it is that many American la- 
bor leaders, a third or less, were born abroad; but 
that no more gives the American labor movemient & 
foreign stamp than does the importation of Adolph 
Zukor from Hungary or of David Sarnoff from 
Russia make of American capitalism an alien thing. 

It must be remarked, too, that dissenting opinion is 
by no means a phenomenon which springs principally 
from the under-privileged classes of society. Robert 
Owen, Karl Marx, Frederick Engels, Ferdinand La 


Salle, Michae] Bakunin and Nickolai Lenin were all 


upper-class intellectuals. Kropotkin was a Prince. 
Similarly, in England, two of the bitterest critics of 
the present order, Bertrand Russell and Sidney Webb, 
sit in the House of Lords. Two others, R. H. Tawney 
and G. D. H. Cole, hold chairs in leading universities. 

So in America few dissenters have working class 
backgrounds. Many come from homes of wealth, Char- 
lotte Anita Whitney, Oakland social worker, impris- 
oned under the ¢riminal syndicalism laws of Cali- 
fornia, is a member of a fashionable and. wealthy New 
England family. Sherwood Bddy has abandoned riches 
to live and work among the poor; Powers Hapgood 
to labor in the mines. Corliss Lamont, Communist and 
college professor, is a son of Morgan’s partner, 
Thomas W. Lamont. Charles Garland, inheriting a 
million from his father, gave it alf to radical propa- 
‘ganda.

But 
‘I am not, so I am going. to suggest 
to those who are discussing the 
need that they believe there is for 
me, that he can provide more tal- 
ent than I could and exercise it in 
a more effective way. A sound 
business man, a scholarly lawyer, @ 
wise statesman, he is eminently 
qualifiea to discharge the duties of 
any public office. 

Nor do I have any sympathy with 
those who are discussing again 
making me President. The service 
that I could give to the people in 
that office I feel is done. 


Tried to Aid Country to Recover 
From the War. 

I sought to provide a period of 
tranguillity, certainty and econony, 
under which the country could re- 
cover from the exhaustion of the 
World War; when if might liqui- 
date its debts and develop its re- 
sources, so that it would be in a 
sound financial position from which 
to enter the next era of progress. 

The people turned to an efficien- 
cy engineer who is thoroughly 
equipped to guide them in such a 
movement. Of course, President 
Hoover is entitled to my sympathy 
and support. 

We have but one President. His 
success is the success of the coun- 
try and his failure is the failure of 
the country. After he takes office 
the common interest requires that 
the people should not oppose him 
and try to build up a case against 
him, but should support him and 
try to assist him in the general 
discharge of his duties. | 

That does not mean any subserv- 
iency on the part of the legislative 
and judicial branches of the Gov- 
ernment to the executive branch, 
any abolition of independent ac- 
tion, or any diminution of con- 
structive criticism. Nor is there 
any obligation on the part of the 
country or his party to follow a 
President when he goes outside the 
well established tradition, policy 
and platform on which he was

HE country cannot always be 
T tranquil. There come times when 
there must be rearrangements 
and reorganizations.

course, enforcement is neces- 
sary under the law and may be one 
element in determining the future 
eourses of action in relation to pro- 
hibition. 

No law on this subject has ever 
been free from criticism. 

So long as the human appetite 
for stimulants on one side, and for 
money on the other side, remain 
what they are, there are likely to 
be some violations of a prohibition 
law. 

If, judging by the past, this agi- 
tation is destined to continue far 
into the future, attended by consid- 


the question arises as to what at- 
titude the people can take concern- 
ing it. We have the amendment. 
There is no immediate prospect of 
its repeal. 
It seems to me the country can 
get considerable assistance by re- 
calling the attitude of Lincoln in 
all his discussion of the slavery is- 
sue. He was opposed to slavery 
and thought the decision of the 
Supreme Court in relation to prop- 
erty in a slave was unsound. Yet, 
he was not an abolitionist and did 
not approve of the violence of John 
Brown, or the nullification and se- 
cession ‘proposals of the radical 
groups in the North. 
He declared it the duty of citi- 
zens to support the Constitution, 
observe the fugitive slave law, and 
accept the decision of the Supreme 
Court in dealing with property in 
a slave until, by the process, these 
were changed. Lincoln did not 
recognize any abuse so great, not 
even human slavery, that he was 
willing to try to remedy it by a 
violation of the law of the land. 
This may well be pondered by those 
who feel aggrieved by prohibition. 
It is my judgment that the great 
body of serious-minded people, who 
think there are other subjects of 
superior importance to a drink of 
liquor, may weli continue to follow 
the principle Lincoln so clearly 
stated, realizing that we have a 
well-defined constitutional method 
of changing our statutes and our 
fundamental law, whenever the 
people desire, but that so long as 
the Constitution and the laws re- 
main, the duty of all people to ob- 
serve them in good faith and of 
all duly authorized public officers 
to enforce them in good faith can 
only be denied by an appeal to an- 
archy. 
New Law Not Always the Road to 
Improvement. 
‘ No one need feel that a country 
which maintains this attitude will 
not, candidly and without preju- 


od always creates more or less un- 
easiness and commotion. While it 
lasts it is inconvenient and _ in 
many ways disagreeable. But it 
would be a great mistake to con- 
fuse the process with the result. 

The making of repairs, or the 
erection of new structures, always 
cause considerable discomfort while 
they are proceeding, but when they 
are finished they contribute to the 
beauty and fullness of life. We are 
continually tearing down and re- 
building. Our activities in that di- 
rection are usually the measure of 
our progress. 

We require a periodic survey of 
the administrative machinery of 


mine what replacements, aitera- 
tions and new construction are nec- 
essary. Without it we would soon 
rvn into a system of rank bureauc- 
racy or decompose in a dry rot. 

It is never popular in some quar- 
ters of official Washington. Its 
need can be very accurately meas- 
ured by the displeasure those re- 
gions manifest. 

Scraping the hull of the ship of 
state is a very uncomfortable oper- 
ation for the barnacles. But it has 
to be done if the craft is to re- 
main seaworthy. 

Difficulties in Securing Any Con- 
tinuity of Policy. 

It is difficult, however, to secure 
a continuity of policy, which is the 
main basis of certainty in govern- 
mental affairs, without a consider- 
able continuity in the civil service. 
Fossifization will be avoided if the 
heads of departments and the bu- 
reau chiefg are competent. The only 
reason for making changes is to 
secure improvement. 

If promotion should depend on 
merit, demotion should dépend on 
lack of merit, otherwise the service 
becomes excited, timid, disloyal and 
ineffective. There are many rea- 
sons for insisting that those who 
are vested with authority shall have 
the sole responsibility for its admin- 
istration. Chief among these is the 
fact that the foundation of a repub- 
lic rests on the principle of dele- 
gated authority. 

When a business gets into diffi- 
culties oftentimes a thorough reor- 
ganization will afford a.complete 
remedy, The reason for this result 
lies in the ability to construct a 

ly new business. There is a wide 
difference, however, petween our 
national government and a business 
concern in this respect. 

Our’~Government is made up al- 


ment. Our real Government is not 
located in the departments at 
Washington; it dwelis in the hearts 
of the people.

If we could all keep in mind that 
nothing, not even the art of find- 
ing fault, is yet perfect, and that 
the burden of proof is on those 
who propose a change to show that 
it would result in an improvement, 
we should dwell together with less 
bitterness and more good will. The 
ultimate determination of human 
conduct will not be made in terms 
of appetite. It will rest on the finer 
and higher, more permanent and 
more divine qualities of our nature. 
The very young and the very wise 
are always certain they know just 
what to do to cure all the ills of 
the world. They are quick to advo- 
cate a change in the laws as a sov- 
ereign remedy. . 
Those who have had more ex- 
perience and are not gifted with 
omniscience oftentimes doubt 
whether perfection can be con- 
jured out of an enactment or a 
repeal by the Congress. They are 
content to let the Ten Command- 
ments stand, realizing that human 
progress comes through the teach- 
ings of religion’ and the develop- 
ment of moral character brought 
about by striving to live in accord- 
ance with definite declared stand- 
ards. The good citizen will do his 
best to shape his conduct to con- 
form to the divine precepts and the 
laws of his country. 
Tariff Revision Session Helps to 
Foster Uncertainty. 

VERY session of the Congress 
EF creates some uncertainty, but a 

Special session charged with a 
revision of the tariff is always des- 
tined to provide the largest amount 
of trouble in this respect.

Public Confidence in Commercial 
Structure Shaken. 

This proved to be a fertile field, 
because, as there was little crys- 
tallized sentiment in the country 
about tariff revision to direct vhe 
course of the bill, it fell into the 
hands of special representatives 
who were working for individual 
concerns. The investigations de- 
layed action, confused the public 
mind with the imputation that very

These are some of the reésuits 
which flow from a factious opposi- 
tion te the program of a President.

The great body of business is 
fair and deserving. The great body 
of legislators is industrious and 
conscientious. But it is the dere- 
lictions of a very few industries and 
the fulminations of unimportunt 
members that get the front page, 
while the rectitude of our commer- 
cial life, and the wisdom of cur 
completed legislation get little 
credit. 

The blame for this condition 
does not lie with the President. He 
cannot help it. Nor, as a general 


| thing, should it be imputed to ‘ndi- 


vidual members of the Congress. It 
results from our political system. 
They are usually not its authors, 
but its victims. 
Says Direct Primary Helps 
Destroy Party Responsibility. 
NDER our system of direct pri- 
maries and elections with fixed 
terms of offices, each Senator 
has to be very largely his own par- 
ty. He looks out for himself. He 
does not have to seek a new elec- 
tion if his nominal party fails of a 
majority on some important vote 
in Congress. He can have his party 
in the White House, hold his party 
committee places, and hold his 
State patronage, while voting most 
of the time with the opposition in 
a combination which often defeats 
the policy of his party President. 
This makes our processes of 
legislation tortuous, extended and 
uncertain. But it has the redeem- 
ing quality of cutting both ways. 
If a President loses some of his 
own party designates, he is rather 
sure to have the support of some 
of the opposite party designates, 
so that while the process is uncom- 
fortable, the resulting legislation is 
almost always fairly reasonable. 


\The bad feature of this system is 


that it so largely destroys party 

responsibility. 

But things are what they are. 
The wise. course is to make the 
best of them. 

It is not probable that a change 
to a parliamentary system would 
be helpful. There are always cer- 
tain innate difficulties in dealing 
with human nature which a change 
of system does not eradicate. If 
we are to make any progress we 
must endure the inconveniences of 
the process to secure the benefits 
of the result. 

Thinks Sy-*em Useful in 
Blocking Precipitate Action. 
While our system has the disad- 

vantage of sometimes causing irri- 
tating delays, it also prevents too 
precipitate action. It provides us 
with indispensable safeguards to 
liberty and sanity which it would 
be unwise to sacrifice for the sake 
of expedition, 

To deal with it a President needs 
to comprehend the deeper politics 
of a situation and be able to inter- 
pret his position to the people. Oth- 
ers can supply him with almost 
anything else, but this quality he 
must possess himself. With it he 
will be able to secure from the Con- 
gress, in time, any action that is 
sound and to prevent most actions 
that are unsound. 

We have recently had an ex- 
ample of this in the effort for farm 
relief. The substances of the bill 
which was adopted was proposed 
years ago Probably it has been 
perfected in its details by sm ’hse- 
quent study. But the subject was 
so complicated, and dent itscif so 
easily to radical action, that it was 
most difficult to secure an agree- 
ment that warranted legislation. 
By a long process of trial and re- 
jection a solution was finally 
adopted. 

The weakness of a measure of 
this kind lies in the inference that 
is likely to be drawn by too many 
of those it seeks to benefit, that 
the national Go ment has as- 
sumed respohsibility for the price

HE people are recovering from

With this liquidation accuin- 
plished, capital and industry sare 
now in a position to proceed with 
our national developing and trade 
appears to be reviving. 

It was a painful experience, but 
when it is over confidence in the 
future of business is all the more 
justified. Production and conrsump- 
tion can have more assurance cf a 
rormal, healthy and stable tasis. 

We have always had perio’s of 
expagsion ard recession. Nature 
seems to require seasons of rest 
and recuperation. The most that 
we have yet ‘learned about them 
only helps us avoid some of their 
evil effects and diminish their du- 
zation. They have always been fol- 
lowed hy seasons of growth. 

The country needs to - keep its 
faith in self-government, wl:ich is a 
democracy. The more it can ‘ake 
charge of its own affairs, without 
the interference of bureaucratic 
control, the safer it will he.. The 
country, too, needs to keep its faith 
in delegated authority, which is a 
republic. The more it can permit

— The 
American -Engineering Council, 
central unit of the country’s en- 
gineering profession, today offici- 
ally disavowed “technocracy” and 
in a resolution expressed grave 
doubts of the practicability of the 
technocrats’ ideas.

SAYS SOCIETY MUST 
REORGANIZE INDUSTRY 


Dr. Harry W. Laidler in Lec- 
ture Here Predicts Chaos 
Unless Step Is Taken. 


The chaos and insecurity which 
industrial concentration and mo- 
nopoly brings and the benefits 
which society would reap from eco- 
nomic planning were outlined last 
night in a lecture, “The American 
Scene, 1932-33,” by Dr. Harry W. 
Laidler, executive director of the 
League for Industrial Democracy, 
at the Electrical Workers’ Hall, 
Boyle avenue and Gibson street. 


The lecture is the first of a 
series of eight, sponsored by the 
St. Louis branch of the league, to 
be given on successive Saturday 
nights. Dr. Laidler is the author 
of books on economic subjects and 
is chairman of the board of the 
National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search. 

“Insecurity and increasing con- 
centration of industrial control,” 
he said, “are the main character- 
istics in our American life. Un- 
less American industry is funda- 
mentally reorganized on the basis 
of social and co-operative planning 
for the common good, we will go 
onward to increasingly chaotic 
conditions as the months and years 
go by. 

“The Technocrats are right in at 
least one particular. We have in 
America today sufficient natural 
resources, machinery, steam and 
electrical power, and trained labor 
to feed, clothe and shelter every 
man, woman and child in this coun- 
try in decency, in health and in 
comfort. 

“If we planned our economic life 
in a sane and sensible fashion and 
distributed justly and equitably the 
fruits of industry, poverty would be 
abolished, insecurity and unemploy-. 
ment would be a thing of the past, 
and, for the first time in the history 
of civilization, the mass of people 
who work by hand and brain would 
be able to live an abundant life.” 

Dr. Laidler reviewed the depres- 
sions of the past and declared that 
“despite out-boasted prosperity be- 
fore 1929, we had out of jobs dur- 
ing the years 1920 to 1929 from be- 
tween 1,400,000 to 4,200,000.men as 
a result of technological changes, 
mergers and seasonal unemploy- 
ment. During this period profits 
were advancing at a far greater 
rate than wages. Thus, during our 
boom years, we were putting an 
ever increasing amount of money 
into the hands of owners of indus- 
try, while the masses of workers 
were able to pay back an ever 
smaller proportion of the goods that 
could be turned out by our mass 
industries. 

“In order to plan for the social 
good, society must secure control 
of the nation’s fundamental indus- 
tries for the service of all. As a 
nation, we are politically immature 
and the way out lies in the organ-

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HOW BRITAIN GUARDS. 
AGAINST STOCK FRAUDS 


Rigid Laws on Sale of Securities 
Contained in the Com- 
pany Act. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.— The 
Company Act of Great Britain, re- 
ferred to in the stock market in- 
vestigation, provides rigid laws 
governing the sale of securities. 

A review of the act, as contain- 
ed in the files of the commercial 
law division of the commerce de- 
partment, shows that the individual 
investor is afforded protection 
against fraudulent or misleading 
statements made by promoters by 
the requirement that a prospectus, 
or a statement in lieu of prospec- 
tus, be filed with the registrar of 
companies. Copies of this pros- 
pectus must accompany any form 
of application for securities of a 
company to which the public is 
invited to subscribe. 

The prospectus must answer 19 
specific questions which tend to 
portray in detail every pertinent 
factor relating to the business. The 
making of a false statement of 
particulars required in prospectus- 
es makes the offender liable to a 
maximum penalty of two years’ im- 
prisonment on indictment in Scot- 
land, and on a summary convic- 
tion in Scotland or England the 
maximum penalty is four months’ 
imprisonment and a fine of 100 
pounds. 

Penalties for other violations of 
regulations are of two types, fines 
or imprisonment, the former rang- 
ing in amount from 5 pounds to 
500 pounds, with prison terms vary- 
ing from four months to two 
years. 

The issuance of application 
forms for shares without a pros- 
pectus is punishable by a fine of 
500 pounds and any person guilty 
of this offense may be liable. 
“Share-hawking,” or the sale of 
shares by house-to-house canvass- 
ing, is made the subject of a fine 
of 200 pounds and 6 months’ im- 
prisonment for the first offense, 
with greater penalties ofr subse- 
quent acts,

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ORTUNATELY or unfortunately, according to how one looks at it, 
every heavyweight champion inherits biographers. With some of 


the champions, the r-ore biographers the better. 


Personally, I 


have never seen the necessity for the numerous biographers that every 


champion must stand for. 

The newspaper, Magazine and 
bok publishers say the public 
wants them. No matter how the 
individual looks upon the thing, he 
can be sure that the usual number 
will be written. There have been 
st least four biographies written 
gbout me. They were so inaccur- 
ste from beginning to end that to 
me they were more amusing than 
historical. A short time ago “Pu- 
gilism's Greatest Historian” came 
into my office with a biography 
which he wanted me to look over 
before he incorporated it in his his- 
ory of Irish pugilists. In ‘glancing 
Wer the first page of the manu- 
script I saw six glaring inaccura- 
cies, the first one being what to 
my mind is the most important part 
of the story, namely, the correct 
name of the “biographee.” 

I have come to the conclusion 
that since the public is sufficiently 


interested in its pugilistic cham- 
ions to want to know the intimate 


Metails of their careers from begin- 


ling to end, the least they should 
get in return for, this interest is a 
true account and not a ghost writ- 
ers dream. 

I am one of those people wio 
enjoy reading of the interesting ex- 
periences and the biographies «41 
prominent figures whether .ney 
happen to be in athletics, politics, 
science, art or literature. I insist. 
however, on having accuracy. It is, 
for example, amusing to read the 
opinions of sports writers, and hear 
barbers, policemen, waiters, fiction- 
ists, et al., express their “expert- 
ness’ on what took place in the

It occurs to me, now that all the 
experts are on record and the pub- 
lic knows what actually took plrca,

HE average record of an event, 
T if reported by 10 witnesses will, 

as a rule, be somewhat garbled. 
To add to the general confusion I 
am going to tell what happened in 
Chicago during my fight with 
Dempsey as far as my .recollection 
will permit. But I insist here that 
there 1s no experience in my entire 
life that stands out as clearly in 
relief as do the incidents leading 
up to the Chicago match, the match 
itself und what took place after- 
wards. However, this event and its 
most interesting sidelights will be 
described in their proper sequence 
For the moment let us go back.... 

A great deal has been written 
by experts about “natural” and 
“made” fighters. I have never ob- 
tained a clear understanding of 
what constitutes a “natural” fight- 
er or a “made” fighter. To me it 
has always been difference in 
styles. One man finds out, not 
necessarily consciously, that an ag- 
gressive, swinging attack, without 
much regard for defense, is the 
most effective style. Others learn 
that feinting, slipping, blocking, 
making openings, etc. (what we call 
skillful boxing), produce their most 
effective style. The first is known 
as the fighter, the lattes type the 
boxer, like a plur ber or carpenter, 
must learn the mechartics of his 
game. These mechanics must be 
taught, they are never a natural 
inheritance. The greatest barroom 
fighter who, I assume, can be 
termed a natural fighter could not 
possibly cope successfully with the 
poorest fourth-rats professional. 

I have never seen a very clever 
boxer who when called upon to slug 
could not give a good account of 
himself; and the good, aggressive 
fighter when called upon can make 
a surprisingly good showing asa 
boxer.

competed in the running broad 
jump and the 220-yard dash. While 
I was able to out-run and out-jump 
most of the boys at my school, [ 
did not fare well with the competi- 
tors in the annual meets. I never 
won a prize. 


Basketball was also a part of 
our athletic curriculum. Each class 
had its own team. For several 
years I jumped center and learned 
about the game that I was later to 
spend a good deal of my spare time 
playing. 

During the summers I did what 
most of the youngsters brought up 
on the west side of New York were 
doing; I learned to swim in the 
Hudson River and to dive from 
barges, trans-Atlantic steamers and 
other high footings. 


In those days it was my great 
brag that I could diye from any 
place I could climb to. Naturally 
that boast brought me into serious 
trouble. On one occasion I climbed 
to the uppermost deck of the old 
S. S. Majestic to do a soldier’s dive. 
A soldier's dive used to be made by 
holding the hands firm to the sides, 
as a soldier stands at attention, 
with the head.striking the water 
first. 

All exhibition divers know that 
this is a most idiotic and dangerous 
thing to attempt. Diving from 
heights is made safe by breaking 
the water with one’s hands and 
making a path for the head to fol- 
low. I must have gotten a slight 
concussion, for I had a frightful 
headache for three days. 


A Three-Day Battle. 


F course, during this period I 

had my share of fist fights with 

my companions. I did not al- 
ways win, either. Though I was 
not a belligerent kid, I do not think 
I ever passed up a good opportun- 
ity to fight. This was the training 
that the youngsters of the big ci- 
ties.got in those days. Guns were 
not thought of. In one scrap that 


I remember distinctly, after we had 


fought for what seemed an eter- 
nity, we got into a clinch. We 
r furiously and 
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brick-layer on his way home from 
work stopped the battle. 

Another fight lasted three days. 
My opponent and I met for the 
first time’‘in front of the White 
Star Line pier and hammered each 
other until a policeman chased us. 
We continued for the next two 
days, meeting at different places 
after school was out, each time 
being chased by a policeman. On 
the third day, my opponent decided 
that he had had enough and quit 
just before the arm of the law ar- 
rived. 

I was considered rather incor- 
rigible by my parents because no 
matter how much they would pun- 
ish me after hearing of each scrap, 
I would go right out and on the 
slightest provocation get into an- 
other. 

As I advanced in school I became 
more important to the athletic 
teams. The admonitions of my par- 
ents and the training of the nuns 
in school eventually made their im- 
pression. I gradually gave up the 
habit of street fighting. My spare 
time was now spent at running, 
handball and basketball. 

I soon learned to play a good 
game of handball and to this day 
without preparation or training can 
deport myself quite well on a hand- 
ball court. I played my first game 
of handball with a Christian 
Brother when I was not much be- 
yond the age of 10. Handbell, 
swimming, running, jumping, bas- 
ketball and boxing were as much a 
part of me as breathing.

Hollywood’s Grand Dam 


An Institution in the Theatrical World, 
Marie Dressler Is Still Going Strong, De- 
spite Her Years—Her Ideas on Success.

ETTING away, for the moment, from the comers who may ar- 
G2 and who, again, may not, it is quite a relief once in a 

while out here to dodge the baby stares and big blue eyes and 
bathing suits and turn to the old-timers who have made cinema 
history and who are going right on making it. 


And there is no older timer than Marie Dressler, the more or 
less rough and tumble grand dame who, it is said, walks with beg- 
gars and rides with kings. She is the same Marie Dressler we 
saw, first, 35 years ago when she was a star—and not doing so well 
either—in a farce called “Miss Print” at the old Century Theater 
back in St. Louis. The Century has faded away but Marie is still 
going on. 


She must have grown older in those 30 years but when we saw 
her on the M. G. M. lot yesterday she looked just about the same. 
Hasn’t changed in any way to speak of and is just as affable now 
as she was in the old days, calling the humblest worker around the 
studio by his first name. She knows ‘em all. Has known every 
president, personally, since Harrison and every ruler in Europe since 
the same time. She grew up, she told me, before she was 12 and 
she said she had never grown old because she “thinks young.” 

* In many ways Marie Dressler is the most remarkable woman 
before the amusement public today with more ups and downs than 
even she can remember. Her first public appearance, when she 
was 15, was with a circus. Her latest appearances won the Acad- 
emy of Motion Picture Arts award for the best screen perform- 
ance of the year. ' 


Her last name really isn’t Dressler and her first is not Marie. 
Born in Coburg, Canada, more than 65 years ago—she admits that 
much—of German ancestry she was baptized Leila Koerber. A big 
woman now she has always been that way, even as a child as was 
becoming of ‘a true daughter of her bulky, ex-army officer father. 
When she was 11 many people would have picked her for 18. At 12 
she assumed the burdens of a woman and took on the responsibili- 
ties of a household. 

“I started to earn my own living at 12,” she relates, “because 
I knew that soon I’d have to take care of the family.”

HREE years later that which she had foreseen came to pass. At 
T fifteen she was the sole support of her mother. And she con- 
tinued at it, until her mother had passed away and her sister 
married. 

Her father was a teacher of music and from him, doubtless, 
she inherited the musical talent that later flashed on the New York 
stage. But that is ahead of the story. Her first job was with a 
circus, when, at fifteen, she joined the “ballet and spectacle” of a 
three-ring show. From that she gravitated to the chorus of a musi- 
cal comedy. Then came bits, parts, finally a musical comedy lead, 


Then came a dull season, Undaunted, she went back to the 
chorus—and rose again, until she became the toast of New York, 
along with Lillian Russell, Weber and Fields, and the grand old 
stars of the happiest days of American theaterdom. — | 

The war came. Marie traveled the country selling Liberty 
Bonds for the Government. She picketed Broadway in the theater 
strike. She went to Europe, America’s first good will ambassador, 


She made “Tillie’s Nightmare” one of the greatest show attrac- 
tions of the day.

it.” He traveled far afterward but Marie left pictures.

Some of the Body Types. 

In the panel bodies on the half- 
ton and on the 13l-inch wheelbase 
truck, the roof is of the “French” 
type. Paint finish of the — entire 
body presents a polished appear- 
ance. Particular attention is giv- 
en to rider comfort. The seat is 
form-fitting and, adjustable back- 
ward and forward, and the angle of 
the seat back is adjustable to 
three positions. Safety plate glass 
is used in the windshield, with a 
double seal. Seats similar to those 
in the truck cabs are used, but with 
“rebound snubbers” of fabric in the 
cushions. 

The sedan delivery is a _ light 
commercial car of extremely smart 
appearance, Besides all the other 
chassis features of the half-ton line, 
passenger car riding qualities are 
provided by shock absorbers and 
springs with the same  speécifica- 
tions as those used on the sedan 
and the coach of the Chevrolet pas- 
senger line. Body: finish is of high 
quality and the use of chrome plat- 
ing adds to the generally pleasing 
and distinctive appearance of this 
model. ; . 

The engine for all three lines is 
a special truck e, and in the 
half-ton includes ithe new helical 
Syncro-mesh gears of increased 
quiet. It is not only more powerful 
this year, but operates more 
smoothly and with still greater 
economy than formerly. Horse- 
power output is increased-through- 
out the speed range. 

All three lines use larger front 
brakes, with wider lining and heav- 
ier operating parts. The larger rear 
brakes on the  half-ton are 
equipped with the “cut-in” system 
of brake linkage. This permits the 
operation of both front and rear 
brakes by either the brake pedal or 
the hand brake lever. 

Other Details. 

Both lines of trucks have larger 
diameter reat spring pins. I-beam 
section in the front axle is heavier. 
The rear axle is completely rede- 
signed and much stronger. In- 
creased torque capacity and great- 
er spring pressure feature the new 
10-inch clutch, and the new univer- 
sal joint is of the four-arm forged 
spider type. 

Fuel tank capacity is larger—14 
gallons in the half-ton and 15 gal- 
longs in both lines of trucks.

Says 29,000,000 
Tires Now on Cars 


Should Be Replaced 


There are fully 29,000,000 pas- 
senger car tires on the road today 
that should be replaced at once, it 
is estimated’ by L. 8S. Simpson, gen- 
eral sales manager, tire depart- 
ment, United States Rubber Co. 

Simpson bases his. estimate on a 
survey recently made by his com- 
pany to determine the number of 
unsafe tires in operation. Thig sur- 
vey showed that one of every three 
tires checked had been worn 
smooth and was a real danger to 
motoring. 

“Multiplying the number of pas- 
senger cars registered in the Unit- 
ed States, approximately 22,000,500, 
by four, the number of tires in use 
on each car, and dividing by three, 
we get~a total of 29,000,000,” ex- 
plained Simpson. 

“This figure is ultra conserva- 
tive, because it takes into account 
only tires with absolutely smovuth 
treads. It does not include spares, 
which are likely to be in Worse con- 
dition than the tires in operation, 
or the millions of tires the condition 
of which borders on the danger 
line. :

His name is Francis Lederer 
(the first ‘‘e’’ is short): he is athletic, as 


all modern heroes must be: he is smooth-shaven ag 
a quarterback, and, like many another popular modern 
thing, bears a Czecho-Slovakian trade mark. 


For the first time since the day of 
John Drew and his successor, John 
Barrymore, a leading man is causing 
girls and women to rush the stage 
door for a fleeting glimpse and to pen 
burning notes on orchid stationery. In 
the old days they were mash notes; to- 
day they are ‘‘pash” letters. Jaded 
dramatic critics hailed the phenome- 
non from the first night of ‘Autumn 
Crocus, a play of sugar and treacle 
which Lederer carries by the sheer 
magnetism of his personality.

Burns had not behaved, as the Geor- 
gians looked at it, and so they had sent 
him to the chain gang.

For seven years he went straight. 
After working at one thing and an- 
other, he got into real estate promo- 
tion and started a booster magazine. 
He was a plausible fellow with plenty 
of assurance, and that sort of thing 
was suited to him. He was glib and 
could make a good come-along speech, 
and after a while he was in demand at 
promotion dinners and occasions of 
that kind. His activities were mostly 
in the line of high-class adventure.

being his private secretary, although 
Burns considered her, even if she was 
his wife, one of the world’s worst pri- 
vate secretaries. Bickerings increased.

Then, one day, 
there was a bitter quarrel in Burns 
office, and Burns, at the end, said:

Governor Emmerson, feeling 
himself without discretion, reluctantly 
signed the papers. While habeas cor- 
pus action was under consideration, 
Vivian Stanley, one of the Georgia 
Prison Commissioners, arrived. He said 
that if Burns would go back to Georgia 
without further resistance and repay 
Georgia all the expense that had been 
incurred, he would be released within 
60 days. Or something to that effect. 
Burns says it was an unqualified prom- 
ise. Judge Joseph B. Davis of the 
Cook County Superior Court says his 
recollection is that the promise was 
definite. Stanley says he was merely 
optimistic, predicting what might hap- 
pen rather than promising that it 
would happen. Georgia's official ex- 
planation is that Stanley did not have 
authority to enter into a “contract” on 
behalf of the State. 

Burns went back, and instead of be- 
ing released within 60 days he was 
sent to the Troup County chain gang, 
which Burns says has achieved the dif- 
ficult distinction of being the worst 
in the State. On that point Warden 
Hardy, who is big and hearty and 
speaks with a soft drawl, definitely dis- 
sents. His camp, he says, is one of 
the nicest in the State of Georgia, and 
Mr. Burns was well treated there and 
had no excuse for leaving the way he 
did. 

But Burns did leave, a8 soon 45 he 
got a chance, after he was convinced 
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Robert Elliott Burns 
examining his own book. 


that the State of Georgia, otherwise, 
would keep him until his debt to the 
State (as it is phrased down there) 
was fully paid. And for the second 
time Robert Elliott Burns was a fugi- 
tive from a Georgia chain gang. 

It was a thrilling escape, as Burns 
later described it in his book, “I Ama 
Fugitive From a Georgia Chain Gang.” 
Again Warden Hardy dissents. Burns, 
he intimates, was somewhat carried 
away in telling what happened that 
day, permitting himself an exuberance 
which the occasion scarcely justified. 
The fact is, he says, that Burns was a 
trusty and a water boy, and he just 
set down his water bucket and de- 
parted. 


NYWAY, Burns’ escaped on 
A September 4, 1930, and it is 

not to be doubted that every 
effort was made to recapture him 
before he got out of the State, 
and it is a fact that he did get 
out of the State. He made his way 
to New Jersey, and while under cover 
there he wrote for magazines and his 
book was published. It had a large 
sale and was made intu a motion pic- 
ture with the title, “I Am a Fugitive 
from a Chain Gang.’ Georgia was left 
out, but everybody in Georgia knew 
whose chain gang was meant. There 
was a feeling that this was too much. 
That feeling may have had something 
to do with the redoubled efforts to get 
Burns hack. 

It was not difficult to find him. 
Burns was no longer in hiding. After 
working at several jobs he had estab- 
lished himself in an art lamp business 
in Newark. He may have thought that 
1eorgia had enough and would let him 
alone. Or he may have thought that 
Georgia would try sooner or later to 
get him back and it might as well be 
over with. Or he may even have timed 
his emergence with an eye to more 
draina, for he is good at that. At any 
rate, he exposed himself to capture and 
was captured, and Governor Russell of 
Georgia asked Governor Moore of New 
Jersey to surrender Burns by honoring 
a requisition, as is customarily done in 
such cases. 

Governor Moore announced a hear- 
ing and Governor Russell sent a dele- 
gation to represent Georgia at the 
hearing, and Warden Hardy to take 
possession of and escort Burns back to 
that nice chain gang in Troup County. 


HERE was an impression that 
what the Governor of New Jer- 
sey would say to the Governor 
of Georgia would be different from 
what the Governor of North Caro- 
lina said to the Governor of South 
Carolina on another occasion. Burns 
probably expected something of the 
sort. But Governor Moore said no, 
he would hear the case on its merits 
and decide it according to the law and 
the evidence. 

The hearing was held at the State 
House in Trenton and the case was 
heard on its merits, with the Georgia 
delegation doing everything that it 
could to get Burns back and Burns’ 
friends doing everything that they 
could to keep him from going back. 
There was a difference of opinion 
among learned lawyers as to whether 
honoring the requisition was manda- 
tory. The Georgia men argued that it 
was. On the other hand, Burns’ law- 
yers showed that there were precedents 
for a Governor to act according to his 
best lights and the merits of the case. 
One of the precedents, as it happened. 
was a case in which Governor Russell 
of Georgia had refused to surrender a 
fugitive to another state. 

The case was finished and the de- 
cision came quickly. ‘‘In this insiance,’ 
announced Governor Moore, “I have 
listened carefully to the arguments and 
I am constrained to deny extradition.” 

There was nothing more that Geor- 
gia could do except to say what it 
thought of Governor Moore. There was 
a broadside of statements from Gover- 
nor Russell, Attorney-General Camp 
and the Prison Commissioners. In the

He invited her 
to his studio to make screen tests af- 
ter a hundred others had tried to qual- 
ify and failed. When the “rushes” 
were shown on the screen he was de- 
lighted. 

“You're the one for whom I've been 
searching through all Hollywood,’ he 
said, and quickly placed her under con- 
tract. In Chicago, Virginia's grand- 
mother, just as quickly, replied, “Not 
on your life! She cannot play in those 
Hollywood films.’’ Or words to that 
effect. She wasn’t going to have her 
granddaughter cavorting around a 
‘tudio in heaven-only-knows what kind 
ot raiment.

First, she and Buster Weat, 
comedian and dancer, decided they 
were head-over-heels in love—madly, 
devotedly in love, and Virginia told 
her friends that they were to be mar- 
ried. Four months later she returned 
Buster's engagement ring and made a 
second announcement. 

‘“‘We decided it would be best for us 
not to marry on account of my ca- 
reer,’ she said. ‘‘Then, too, Mr. West 
nas plans that will take him away from 
Hollywood a great deal, and there'd be 
no use getting married and being sepa- 
rated ali the time."’ 

Presently, while Buster's car was 
crossing a busy street intersection in 
Hollywood, a door suddenly flew open 
and Miss Cherrill unceremoniously 
tumbled out onto the pavement. Word 
got around that Buster had attempted 
to abduct her, rush to Tia Juana, 
across the Mexican border and marry 
her. 


OW. HAD an argument,” Vir- 
ginia explained, ‘‘but there 
was no abduction to it.

Another of 
Chaplin's finds was ‘‘passing from the 
picture.”’ 

Then Lita Grey, whom Chaplin 
married. Outside of her domestic 
griefs, Lita has been beset by countless 
troubles. Her mother was divorced, 
her grandfather, to whom she was 
greatly devoted, died; her reported en- 
gagements to Roy D'Arcy and Phil 
Baker went on the rocks, she became 
ill from ptomaine poisoning, her for- 
mer butler mysteriously was murdered 
on the Utah desert, and in January of 
last year she hysterically reported to 
the New York police that while in the 
company of Georges Carpentier she 
had been held up, kidnaped in her own 
car and robbed of jewelry valued at 
$25,000. Besides this, her film career

Notable 
among these was James 
Gibbs, a designer of great 
talent, whose work con- 
tributed a lighter and 
more graceful quality to 
the prevailing mode. 

His influence is very 
apparent in this room 
from Chariton House, 
near Greenwich, in Kent, 
which was added to an 
older Elizabethan man- 
or, probably between 1725 
and 1735. 

It will be noticed at once 
that pine or deal has re- 
placed oak in the paneling. 
The bold raised panels of 
the earlier type have given 
place to a lighter form, 
sunk back of the stiles and 
rails. 

This background gives 
added emphasis to the 
monumental treatment of 
the mantel, flanked by 
classically correct Ionic en- 
gaged columns. The plan 
of the room shows that it 
was apparently the ter- 
minus of a suite and de- 
signed to he approached 
from one end only The 


skins would all be pretty muth 
alike. In that case, the old hap- 
hazard, hunt-and-pick method of 
matching skins for coats would be 
eliminated, and by being able to 
raise and sell perfectly matched 
skins, he would make a fortune 
and his investment in a fur farm 
would more than pay for itself. 

The fact that other fur farmers 
had tried to do the same thing 
without success didn't discourage 
him. He concluded that their 
methods had not been scientific 
and careful enough. He therefore 
determined not only to establish a 
mink farm, but to equip it per- 
fectly. And since it might take 
v% number of years before his ex- 
periments in breeding would prove 
successful, he determined to op- 
erate a chicken farm in conjunc- 
tion, producing eggs and chickens 
for the market and for poultry 
fanciers, the proceeds of which 
would help maintain the costly ex- 
periments in raising mink. 

For these grand projects—and 
experts today say that Head’s 
ideas were far from visionary or

foolish—capital was needed. And 
that was where Head began to 
go astray. Like many other 
men who have ‘‘borrowed” money 
that didn’t belong to them in or- 
der to make some infallible invest- 
ment, Head was certain that his 
project would pay handsomely. 
‘There would be a fortune in it, 
und when that time came, Head

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says, it was¢his intention to re- 
pay every penny of the “bor- 
rowed’ monevy—confident that the 
end would justify. the means. 

The nature of his work and the 
confidence of his superiors made 
it easy for Head to help himself 
to the company’s funds. There 
were several ways. in which he 
could do this. His usual proced- 
ure was to put on his books the 
names of men, real or fictitious, 
credit them with days or weeks of 
work on one of the compahy’s 
boats or docks—work, of course, 
which they had not performed— 
and then pocket the money which 
he alleged had been paid to them 
n wages. 

In the vears inimediately pre- 
eding 1929 when business was 
humming, his company employed 
thousands of men, and it was a 
comparatively easy matter to take 
48s much as several thousand dol- 
lars in a single week without caus- 
ing a suspicious bulge in the large 
payroll. And instead of spending 
the money so obtained along the 
bright lights of Broadway, in 
stock gambling or luxurious liv- 
ing, Head invested in his twin 
farms. In fact, although Head ad- 
mits his peculations will probably 
prove to exceed $400,000, it has 
already been ascertained that 
hardly more than about 10,000 
or 15,000 of this great sum was 
spent on personal enjoyment, 
such as an automobile and jew- 
elry for his wife and daughter.

The need for retrenchments 
economy caused officials 
the Standard-Vacuum Trans- 
portation Company to order re- 
duction in expenditures in all 
departments.

They soon 
found an entry indicating that on 
October 7 Head had paid out the 
sum of $6287.60 for labor. The 
names of the laborers who were 
supposed to have received this 
money had een recorded. The 
company investfgated and soon 
learned that half the names were 
fictitious, and that the other men 
listed had not been employed at 
that time. Head was confronted 
with this evidence, and. immedi- 
ately confessed. Since Head de- 
stroyed many of his records, the 
exact amount and extent of his 
peculations will probably never be 
exactly ascertained, but by his 
own admission itis in the neigh- 
of $400,000, perhaps 
more. 

When Head’s immediate superi- 

Edvard Connaughton, pay- 
master of the deep sea fleet, 
learned of Head’s betrayal of 
trust he was amazed. He was in 
no way involved in Head’s thefts, 
hut he probably blamed himself 
for having trusted his subordinate 
so implicitly. He brooded over 
the affair and finally shot him- 
self, leaving a note in which he 
said, ‘“‘Tell Head he is the big- 
gest crook in the world.” 

After Head confessed, officials 
of his company sent a representa- 
tive to Maine to check up on 
his statements about his farm 
property.

The cover or bottom of a 

laundry box serves the 
purpose very well. 


First, cut out the colored 
drawing printed to the lef, 
and soak it a few moments in 
cold water. After it is thor. 
oughly moistened, with no 
semi-dry spots, remove it 
from water and lay on a pad. 
ding of old newspapers, and 
Press against it another olq 
newspaper to serve as a blot. 
ter~ remove the excess 
moisture from the colored 
picture. — 


Then, on the reverse side of 
the puzzle, ‘spread evenly a 
coating of good flour paste. 
free, of limps. This paste 
should be applied when the 
*paper is thoroughly damp. 
Next, rub a similar coating 
of paste on the cardboard 
which is to be the backing for 
the puzzle. Now lay the col. 
ored print on the cardboard. 
It is a good idea to hold the 
print by two corners and al. 
‘low it to gently settle down 
evenly and slowly. 


Again take an old newsvaper | 
for a blotter and press upon* 
the mounted puzzle to flatten 
out any air pockets which 
may have settled under the 
paper. Last, get the kitchen 
rolling pin and give the puz. 
zle a few rolls to make sure 
the paper is firmly and evenly 
pressed against the cardboard. 
When the paste has partly 
dried it is a good idea to 
place a weight of a flat iron 
or two upon the mount. If 
carefully done it will dry as 
hard as a drum head. 


To cut the puzzle into sec- 
tions, along the light lines, an 
old razor blade, mounted in 
the proper kind of a handle 
isideal. Otherwise, get father 
to do the job with the sharp 
blade of his pocket knife; or . 
use a pair of sharp scissors. 
The more truly the lines are 
followed in making the cuts, 
the better the puzzle will be. 
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
